WISCONSIN. 
THE REPUBLICAN STATE CONVENTION TO-DAY. 
Spectal Dtepatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Mamsox, Wis., May 4.—The afternoon and 
evening trains brought into the city a large 
number of delegates to the Republican State 
Convention, which takes place to-morrow. Of a 
total number of 266 delegates there are present 
about 175. No one Congressional! district is fully 
represented, with the probable exception of 
Milwaukee. Immediately on the arrival of the 
statesmen the work of consultation began, and 
it was early evident that the State was pretty 


pevenly divided between Wasuburne and Blaine, 


with Gen. Grant and Sherman completely dis- 
tanced. Late in the afternoon the article 
in the Chicago Daily News was telegraphed 
here, stating in a very adroit manner that under 
no circumstances would Washburne become a 
candidate. This “telegram was a bombshell in 
the Washburne camp, and produced the wildest 
consternation. To those who read between the 
lines it appeared that Washburne had finally put 
his down on all the efforts of his friends to 
secure him the nomination. It was an exceed- 
ingly cunning device of the enemy, and would 
have done mé@re damage than it did 
had not some of Washburne’s strongest friends 
telegraphed to Chicago to ascertain the truth. 
They subsequently ascertained that the job was 
concocted in ago by Logan and Long 
Jones, for the express purpose of breaking down 
Washburne, with the hope that in the remodel- 
ing of the State there would be a break away 
from Blaine and Sherman which would redound 
to the benefit of the Grant boom. Finch, of the 
La Crosse Leader, determined to probe the mat- 
ter to the bottom, and telegraphed Washburne 
at Springfield, asking if his position had changed 
from what it was heretofore. An Lour later he 
received a reply stating that Mr. Washburne’s 
position was 
UNCHANGED IN BVERY PARTICULAR. 

The contents of this dispatch were soon pro- 
mulgated, and the hopes of the Washburne 
men, which had been very much depressed. 
were soon at their normal stage. 

The Blaine men also took courage, and all 
felt happier, with the exception of the Grant 
men, who, in the rage of disappointment, retired 
to cover and kept exceedingly quiet. 

The Milwaukee Congressional District delega- 
tion, which numbers thirty-six, is almost unani- 
mous forSherman. Why this is so is one of the 
political puzzles, and can be explained only by 
their desire to have the controlling voice in the 
Convention. The First Congressional District 
will go for Washburne by a small plurality, 
as will also the Second. The Third shows a 
plurality for Blaine. The Fourth, or Milwaukee, 
will give its almost solid vote for Sherman. The 
Fifth will give a majority for Washburne. The 
Sixth will cast a majority for Blaine. The Sev- 
enth is for Washburne by a large majority, while 
the Bighth is about evenly divided between 
Grant and Blaine, with a very small following 
for Washburne. 

THE FIRST BALLOT 
will show about the following figures on the 
election of delegates-at-large: Washburne, 9%; 
Blaine, 78; Grant, 60; Sherman, 33—total, 266. 

The LaCrosse District delegation 
held a caucus this evening. Twenty-three out 
of thirty-four members were present, and after 
an informal discussion they took a vote, result- 
ing in twelve for Washburne and the remainder 
scattering, there being two or three for Ed- 
munds. The Vermont Senator has many friends 
here, and he is highly spoken of by the friends 
of all the candidates.

But 
why is the warning given at this time? Is it 
im the nature of a threat that the Conklings, 
Camerons, Logans, and other third-term 
members of the Senatorial Syndicate are dis- 
posed to sulk im their tents or open a fire in 
the rear in case they fail to force the nomi- 
nation of theirman? Oris itan admission 
that the third-term managers now look upon 
their movement as a forlorn hope, and desire 
at the most to place themselves in a position 
of commanding influence in the selection of 
another candidate? In either case, ‘the 
significance of this warning seems to lie in 
the contemplated rejection of the dangerous 
third-term issue which its advocates have 
not heretofore conceded to be among the 
possibilities. Finally, the announcement 
that Gen. Logan has come to Chieago to re- 
main until after the Convention, and to take 
personal direction of the third-term move 
ment, is indicative of the state of desperation 
which alone would warrant Gen. Logan’s 
desertion of his seat in the United States 
Senate to take charge of a local factional 


fight. 

If these evidences of weakness shall con- 
tinue to accumulate between the present 
time and the date of the Chicago Convention, 
they can scarcely fail to make an impression 
upon Gen. Grant himself, who is in a position 
at any time to say that he is not a candidate. 
Gen. Grant wrote to Gen. Harry White in 
May, 1875: “I am not now, nor have Lever 
been, a candidate for renomination.” He 
added, in the same letter, that he would 
not accept a nomination if it were tendered, 
unless it should come under such circuin- 
stances as to make it an imperative duty,— 
circumstances not likely to arise.” In his 
last annual message as President he said: 
It is not probable that public affairs will 
ever again receive attention from me further 
than as a citizen of the Republic always 
taking a deep interest in the honor, integrity, 
and prosperity of the whole land.” Gen. 
Grant has at no time made any public utter- 
ance in conflict with these statements. If he 
has silently allowed his name to be used 
as a candidate for a third term, it is 
probably because he has been persuaded by 
those who desire to use him that the Ameri- 
ean people demand his return to political 
life. If he shall find, however, as the time 
for the Convention approaches, that his nom- 
ination threatens a dissensionin the Repub- 
lican party, that it can only be secured if at 
all by delegates from States that will not 
vote for him, and that his chance for election 
is regarded as doubtful by all the Republican 
States, he will then be satisfied, in despite of 
the deceptions of those who are near to him, 
that there is no enthusiastic popular demand 
for his return to political life,—no “circum- 
stances “ which would render his acceptance 
of a nomination an imperative duty, - and 
his past utterances would in such case sug- 
gest his publi¢ declaration that he will not be 
a candidate. Such a declaration would finally 
and definitively eliminate the third-term issue 
from the approaching struggle and relieve 
the Republican party of a serious and 
dangerous embarrassment,

THE COOK COUNTY CONVENTION. 
The Republican Central Committee of this 

county has suddenly evineed very remarka- 
dle energy. It has designated next Saturday 
three days from now-—-as the day for hold- 
ing primaries, and next Monday as the date 
of the County Convention for selecting dele- 
gates to the Republican State Convention, 
which is to be held in Springfield on the 19th 
inst. Thus only three days’ notice is given 
for the great City of Chicago and its county 
suburbs, including 40,000 Republican voters, 
to express their preference as Republican 
leadership in the approaching Presidential 
eampaign. The third-term machine politi- 
cians, represented by the Central Committee, 
have had several months’ notice, and have 
béen actively engaged in organizing their 
forces, but three days are regarded as 
abundant time for enlisting the mass of the 
people in a matter infvhich they have the 


In Ogie County the delegates were instructed 
for Blaine, with Washburne for second choice.

Tue Washburne meeting at Fairbank Hall 
last evening was a representative and enthusi- 
astic gathering.

VISIBLY WEAKENING. 

The “third-term and old-crowd” organ 
exhibits many symptoms of alarm lest the 
machine would not be able to force the 
“spontaneous” third-termism down the 
throats of the delegates to the Chicago Con- 
vention. Oneof these confessions of weak 
ness is to be found in the desperate effort to 
make it appear that a majority of the Ohio 
delegation will be prepared to go over to 
Grant as soon as it shall become apparent 
that Sherman no chance for the nomina- 
tion. If the hope of the third-term movement 
rests upon so slight a support as this, then it 
is certainly in a desperate way.

Since the Committee continued silent on 
the subject, it has generally been supposed 
that the County Convention would not be 
held till three or four. days preceding the 
State Convention.

Some important consideration 
must have induced the managing politicians 
to precipitate matters. Was it because of an 
impression that the third-term movement is 
fast losing ground in Cook County? Was it 
hecause certain “ Washburne” meetings 
have been announced, and because there 
have recently been signs that certain wards 
in this city would send Washburne delegates 
to the State Convention in spite of that gen- 
tleman’s protest? Wasit because the dan- 
ger has been foreseen that the anti-third-term 
sentiment in this county would be powerful 
enough to defeat the third-term delegates if 
any more time were given for its organiza- 
tion? Was it because the managers 
of the third-term movement became 
convinced that they . could make 
no more headway. but might lose 
some of their present following, if the strug- 
gle continued much longer? Was it a de- 
sire to constrain the expression of a majority 
of the Republican voters in Chicago and 
Cook County that suggested this unusually 
brief and notoriously insufficient notice ? 

The hurried announcement of the prima- 
ries and County Convention can only be ac- 
counted for by some alarming apprehension 
of third-term defeat, and the purpose of 
taking snap judgment upon the Republicans 
who control these Congressional districts in 
this State. The scheme may miscarry. It 
may result in a concentration of interest and 
activity among the Republican voters who do 
not run the political machine. At all events, 
every Republican who believes the third- 
term issue will be an embarrassment in the 
Presidential struggle will have an opportu- 
nity to express that opinion at the primaries 
next Saturday. Those who shall fail to do 
so can only blame themselves if the third- 
term issue shall be obtrud pon the party, 
and shall drag it down when final strug- 
gle shall come.

VETOED, 
THE PRESIDENT ONCE MORE DISAPPROVES OF 
POLITICAL KIDERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

WasnuinorTon, D. C., May 4.—The veto message 
was read to an attentive House, but provoked 
no demonstrations of opposition or disapproval. 
The bill lies on the Speaker's table, and the 
message is referred to the Appropriations Com- 
mittee. It is rumored that the President would 
veto the rider if it came to him in a separate 
bill, but hedoes not say so. The veto is unques- 
tionably a strong protest against this manner of 
legisiation, and, as such, will call public atten- 
tion sharply to the evils of it. The Democrats 
affect to believe the country will not sustain the 
veto on such grounds, and that they will gain 
more advantage from it than the Republicans 


will. 
RANDALL'S VIEWS. — 

It is understood that Speaker Randall has 
drawn up with his own hand and caused to be 
circulated among his friends what purports to 
be the opinion of the Democrats of the House 
as tothe veto. It sets out with the declaration 
that inasmuch as Mr. Hayes, when in Congress, 
voted repeatedly for political riders on Appro- 
priation bills, and that since his election to his 
present office he has repeatedly signed bills con- 
tainmg political riders, his veto of to- 
day is utterly inconsistent with his own 
and his party’s practice; that the par- 
ticular rider which he has now vetoed is 
one which is eminently unpartisan and fair to 
all classes of citizens. The document concludes 
by declaring it the sense of the Democracy of 
the House that Congress should now passa bill 
containing the naked rider and await the Presi- 
dent's action.

as. fired upon them, and accidentally shot a 
emale; that the officers had been arrested for 
violating both Federal and State laws. The 
communieation recommended that the officers 
be released from any inconvenience or punish- 
ment which might follow, as they were without 
doubt acting without intent to violate the law. 
It was decided to relieve the officers from any 
unishment on account of violating the Federal 
aw, but the question as to the violation of the 
State law was left to the Texas authorities. 

A report which has been received from United 
States officers in the Northwest was laid before 
the Cabinet in reference to Sitting Bull, and to 
the effect that messengers from that chief re- 
cently made overtures looking to surrender, and 
inquired in regard to the terms upon which his 
band could be received. 

The Cabinet decided that any surrender on the 
part of Sitting Bull would have to be wholly un- 
conditional. 

THE INDIAN BUREAU. 

The House Committee on Indian Affairs agreed 
by a vote of 7 to to recammend the passage by 
the House of a bill to trarsfer the Indian Bureau 
from the Interior to the War Department with 
an amendment, that the transfer shall be made 
July 1, 1881, instead of 1880, as pro- 
vided.

GENERAL CONFERENCE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Crecinwati, O., May 4.—The Conference was 
shocked this morning by hearing of the murder 
of Dr. John R. Goodwin, a lay delegate from 
the Southeast Indiana Conference. It seems 
that Dr. Goodwin bad been for years at great 
pains to reclaim his brother from intemperance, 
and that at length the Court had adjudged the 
wreck of a man insane. Recently he was 
released on earnest pledges of good con- 
duct, and it is generally supposed the 
act was committed in revenge for having 
been confined. The Conference would not al- 
low in the proposed action any reference to the 
cause of death to go on the journal, but ap- 
pointed four laymen, one from each of the In- 
diana Conferences, to attend the funeral, and 
also a committee of five ona suitable minute. 
The great affair of the day was the quadren- 
nial address of the Bishops. This practice was 
commenced by Bishop McKendree, nearly 
seventy years ago, of his own motion; but it was 
80 eminently fitting that it has come to be 
quite an important feature of “re Con- 
ference. The present paper was read 
by Bishop Simpson, and was aptly characterized 
afterward by Dr. Hoyt as “one of the most ad- 
mirable papers ever prepared in our Church. 
The reading occupied an hour. It was ordered 
printed in the Daily Advocate and all the weekly 
papers of the Church, thereby giving it at once a 
circulation of nearly 200,000 copies. An edition 
ot 5,000 in pamphiet form was also ordered. The 
following is an 

ABSTRACT OF THE PAPER: 

First, congratulations on the continued suc- 
cess of the Church, and that now, for the first 
time in her history, she has brougnt into her 
councils its native converts from the mission 
fields. “ But death has been among us; Bishops 
James, Ames, and Haven are gone. The loss of 
such Bishops of such varied gifts and endow- 
ments has been deeply felt throughout the 


Whole Church. Beside them the senior book- 


agent at New York, Dr. Neison, and one 
of. the Missionary. Secretaries, Dr. Dashiel, 
have been called away. In connection with 
the Book Committee, we filled the former office 
by the election of Dr. Hunt, of the Genesee 
Conference; but, as the latter was vacated so 
near to the General Conference, it bas not been 


filled. Beside these seven ministerial and three 
lay delegates of the last General Conference, 
and already three of this, have been taken from 
us. Notwithstanding our depleted ranks, we 
have attended ali the seasions of the Annual 
Conferences, visited. all our mission Confer- 
ences, held seven dicial Conferences for the 
trial of appeal cases, and presided m District 
Conferences whenever practicabie.”’ 
QUITE A DETAILED ACCOUNT 
was given of the Episcopal visits to the mission- 
fieids of the Church in India. China, Japan, Mex- 
icu, Italy, Germany, and Switzerland and Scan- 
dinavia. The address went on: “There are 
now ninety-five Conferences in our Church, but 
we believe that the effairs of the Church in the 
Rocky Mountain region would be better admin- 
istered as missions, under the direction of the 
Missionary Board, than as at present in small 
Conferences.” In this remark was especially in- 
cluded the Utah, Montana, and Rocky Mountain 
Conferences, as these are too small to 
General gar a 


sion. “ The increase during four years bas been 
713 ministers, 119,407 members, churches, or 
more than one church for every working day in 
the four years; 672 pares or over one for 
every two working days; des a large number 
of churches and parsonages rebuilt, nearly 
being more commodious and comfortable than 
its predecessor. Our publishing interests were 
our first connectional institution. The bonded 
debt of the New York house, created in the 
purchase of its present property, has been re- 
duced 8. . and the rate of interest on the ro- 
mainder reduced from 7 to 6 per cent. The 
sales for the quadrienium have aggregated 
$3,515,000, or over $200,000 more than the preced- 
ing term. Yet these ought to be very much 
larger,and it is for you to devise means of 
making them so by plac our issues in all our 
— centres.” e missionary cause was quite 
ully presented, detail how Conferences 
had n organized the North and 
South, India, China, and dinavia.

our work has not been curtailed.” The church 
extension work was well put in a few sentences, 
showing its work and status. In the improved 
condinon of the finances of the country we 
should seek to signalize the centennial year of 
our church organization by wholly wip out 
our church debts. There is now about 10 per 
cent, or $7,000,000 in $70,000,000, of debt on us, 
and if an earnest effort be made this can be re- 
moved by that time. The last General Conference 
took action forbidding church property being 
mortgaged for current expenses. This has not 
been heeded in some instances. Mr. Wesley 
wisely provided for two wholly separate church 
funds,—one through the Stewards, to sustain the 
spiritual work of the church, and one by the 

rustees for the keeping up of the church prop- 
erty. In some places there is but one fu and 
the Trustees, finding themselves behind, borrow 
the money for current expenses, and carelesly 
or recklesly mortgage the church property. 
For Trustees to permit this is a breach 
of faith to the public who built the 
churches or parsonages, and who wouid 
never have 22 their money had they known 
it was to go for current expenses. Weask your 
serious attention to this matter, as, if it be per- 
sisted in, soon we will break down public faith 
in our promises. During the lust four years 
there has been an increase of 1,24 Sunday- 
schools, 19,700 officers and teachers, and near! 
149,000 scholars, and during the same time 353,000 
conversions have. been 
schools. The public mind 
stirred by Sunday-achool 
Chautauqua and elsewhere, and in this we re- 
joice.

Finances abroad are not reassuring. The Lon- 
don, Economist of Saturday notes that disheart- 
ening advices from the manufacturing districts 
and a further fall in iron have caused a depres- 
sion in the railway market.

The receipts of grain were 
rather large, especially in oats, but most of it 
seemed to be arriving to fill sales for May pre- 
viously made. The fine weather was favorable 
to farm work and crop prospects, and this tended 
to keep down prices. We note that our stock of 
all kinds of grain diminished during last week. 
Mess pork closed 17%c higher, at 810.00 10.02 
seller June and $10.124,@10.15 for July. Lard 
closed loc higher, at $6.874,@6.90 seller June and 
$6.924@6.95 for July. Short-ribs closed at 
86.0706. 10 for June. Spring wheat closed 1@2c 
higher, at $1.14% for May and $1.10% for June. 
Corn closed 4c higher, at 86% for May and Ne 
for June. Oats closed %c higher, at 30c for May, 
and e for June. Rye was firmer at 750 cash, 
and barley advanced Ic, closing at 60c for extra 
3. Hogs were active and firm at $4.15@4.40 
for light and at $4.00@4.60 for heavy. Cattle 
were firmer at $3.00@4.85 for common to extra. 

Dry goods were in moderate demand, prices 
undergoing few changes. Millinery goods were 
selling freely, especially straw goods. Groceries 
were steady, and the demand is improving daily. 
Sugars, coffees, and the finer grades of sirups 
are quoted firm. Fish were steady, the lake 
kinds being firm, as the stock here is low and in- 
adequate. Dried fruits were unchanged. But- 
ter was in small local request and easy. No 
changes were mentioned in oils, the demand for 
which continues moderate. 

Lumber was quiet at the cargo market at the 
late decline. The offerings were light. The 
yard dealers report a fair movement to the in- 
terior, but the orders usually call for small lots, 
and prices are variable, the shadifig being 
mostiy on the common grades that are 
plenty. Hardware was in? rather better 
demand and unchanged in price, though 
some goods are still weak. Hides 
were quiet and unchanged. Seeds were 
dull and easy, and wool was little better than 
nominal. The sales of hay were fair at pre- 
vious prices, though the lower grades were easy. 
On the street poultry was slow and lower, and 
eggs unchanged. Potatoes were in only fair re- 
tail request, and car-lots attracted little atten- 
tion.

Neither 
English merchant nor miller has any element of 
strength,—all his force comes from the weakness of 
sellers. The American garrison surrenders from a 
position no longer tenable, but bas had to submit to 
no assault. Instead of being starved into submission 
the converse is the case,—actual plenty has dictated 
the terms of capitulation.

Taro 
length of the land, from Southern Poole to North- 
ern Aberdeen, every miller has now to buy foreign 
wheat.

THE SOUTH PARKS. 
NO CHANCE TO TALK. 

A special meeting of the South Park Board 
was held yesterday afternoon, President Waish 
filled the chair, and all members were present. 

Prof. Cherrie wished to make some observa- 
tions upon the best material for the construc- 
tion of the roadway on Michigan avenue, but, as 
the Michigan avenue matter was not up for 
consideration, the members declined to hear the 


gentleman. 

A bill amounting to $13 for nickel-plating a 
spade used in planting a tree during the Grant 
boom came up for consideration. All voted 
in favor of its allowance exce,; Mr. Russell. 

A communication from the Receiver of the 
State Savings Institution was read. He asked 
that the compensation in the condemnation suit 
of the South Park vs. Francis Dudiey be paid’ 
over at once. The Board's attorney was in- 
structed to notify the — to pay the sum 
about $20,000—whenever affair was in shape. 

THE MULVEY TRACT. 

A motion was made by Commissioner Russell 
and carried by the Board, instructing the at- 
torney to amend the proceedings in condemna- 
tion for property along Fifty-tifth street so as 
to include the whole of the Mulvey tract, and 
that the proceedings be of a friendly character, 
1 Mulvey would take 800 a foot for the 
land. 

Commissioner Walsh recommended that the 
day of meeting be changed, when Commissioner 
Russell moved that the second Wednesday of 
each month be fixed upon as the day upon 
which to hold the regular meeting. Carried. 
JAMES MORGAN. 

The folidwing, offered by Commissioner Rus- 
sell, was adopted: 

“ WHEREAS, Mr. James Morgan, late President 
of this Board, has not replied to the interroga- 
tions of the attorney relative to the expenditure 
of $90,000 for the purchase of the Dobbins in- 
terest in the parcel of land known as the Phil- 
lips tract; and 

“ Wuereas, The Commission must conserve 

ts interests therein; therefore, 

“ Resolved, That the President shall appoint 
a committee of one, who, together with the at- 
torney of the Commission, shall take such steps 
as may be necessary to show perfect title in the 
Commission to .ae Dobbins interest aforesaid.’’ 

Mr. Russell was appointed as the Committee. 

Another resolution, as follows, was submitted 
by Commissioner Russell: 

“* Resolved, That as soon as receipts from the 
County Collector shall justify, the remainin 
$75,000 of overdue bonds held by the Nation 
—— of Illinois shall be taken up and can- 
ce 5 * 


DEPOT ACCOMMODATIONS. 

This was carried, wheh the same Commission- 
er shoved in this: 

“ WHeEreas, It is desirable that shelter shall 
be erected for visitors by railroad to the East 
Park: and 

““WHereas, It is understood that the Illinois 
Central Railroad has in contemplation the erec- 
tion of a passenger depot at the South Park 
Station, at the entrance of the East Park. 

“Resolved, That a committee of three, of whom 
the President shall be one, be appointed to con- 
fer with the officers of the said railroad to ascer- 
tain whether, if the Commission shall contrib- 
ute asum not greater than $2,500 to the ercc- 
tion of such depot, the said Company will con- 
struct the same at a cost of not less than $6,000, 
the Commission's proportion to be used in an 
annex for shelter. 

* Resolved, That the Committee have authority 
to act, provided the attorney of the Commission 
shall give an opinion in writing to said Commit- 
tee that the legal Commission bas so much legal 
rightin the Fifty-seventh street crossing as 
would authorize such an expenditure as is con- 
templated.’ 

This was also carried, and Messrs. Price, Rus- 
sell, and the President will stand as the Commit- 


tee. 

It was determined to purchase 150 settees for 
the use of park visitors.

The jury whose duty it has been to deliberate 
the question of B. F. Alien’s guilt or innocence 
spent Monday night in the United States Dis- 
trict Court-room, curled up on the chairs and 
tables and making honest and not altogether 
misdirected efforts to get some sleep. When the 
last reportorial reilef left the place, some two 
hours after midnight, a variety of snores eman- 
ated from the room, which told the whole story.

Bowen, 
Allen, and Bushnell participated directly in the 
transaction. Mr. West states himself that he 
was not consulted. Mr. Alien states, if [recollect 
right, that he thought that he had talked with 
Mr. West upon the subject.

ou have the statements of two witnesses,—Mr. 

est, that he doesn't remember baving been 
consulted, and Mr. Allen, that he thinks he did 
consult him.

The silence of the other eight gave 
rise to the inference that they were 
quite persuaded of his innocence. The further

In 
short, the irruption ot the twelve gave some in- 
dication as to 4 ow they stood, and the probable 
effect of those instcuctions gave the situation a 
somewhat brighter tinge. 

But the jury evidently weren't satisfied, or 
else had struek another snag.

A Meeting of Wrathful Stockholders— 
Charges Against the Assignee, Mr. 
Payson—An Investigation Committee 


Appointed, 

A meeting of delegates representing the va- 
rious branches and stockholders of the old Re- 
public Fire-Insurance Company was held yes- 
terday afternoon at 3 o’clock in the room of the 
Coal Exchange, in the Grand Pacific Hotel. The 
meeting was called to Investigate the steward- 
ship of Mr. J. R. Payson, the Assignee in Bank- 
ruptey of the concern. In the circular issued 
calling the meeting, Mr. Samuel J. Gbodwin, its 
author, says that there are 3,000 stockholders, 
and that the Assignee has already taken the pre- 
liminary steps to get his discharge, unless he is 
promptly ehecked. It is claimed thata great 
deal of money has been disbursed and coliected 
by Mr. Payson, and the stockholders are 
entitled to know by whom and how 
the money was expended, and also to know the 
expenses attendant in the winding-up. There 
were present Samuel J. Goodwin, Beloit, Wis.; 
Mono Andersen, La Crosse; Harley Green, El- 
bridge G. Keith, Chicago; John Gilbert, Evans- 
ville, Ind.; G. W. Fowler and John Burnham, 
Batavia, III.; Henry Leopold, Chicago; Nathan- 
iel Norton, Chicago: J. J. Snouffer, Cedar Rap- 
ids, la.; George W. Thayer, Grand Rapids, Mich. ; 
C. E. De Wolf and M. Romel, Michigan City,Ind.; 
R. H. Shultz, Monmouth, III.; E. S. Barrow, Chi- 
cago, representing Janesville, Wis. 

An organization w ffected by calling Mr. E. 
S. Barrow to the chair. He said that he had

read several circulars, which he mailed to 
each of the 3,000 stockhoiders.

$10.75, while in reality, he held Mr. Payson's 
receipt for $600. Mr. Goodwin said that the 
report of Mr. Payson showed al amount of 
receipts, but no disbursemen to cor- 
respond with them. r. Goodwin then 
read a ry from Mt. Payson, in which 
be denied all charges by Mr. Goodwin. 
Mr. Goodwin said that an investigation sbould 
be had. He found Mr. n, not at an office 
for which they, as stockholders, were paying 
rent, but at his house, several miles from the 
business postion of the city, 

Mr. Barrow said that he also was one of the 
mourners, and represented stock to the amount 
of $30,000 for unfortunate Janesville parties. 
All the persons in Janesville who had heid stock 
had paid 70 per cent in assessments by certifi- 
cates of indebtedness, and 2) per cent subscrip- 
tions, making 90 per cent in all. He believed 
that they had not received the proper credits. 
Mr. Payson had expended several million dol- 
lars, which should be accounted for. They 
ought to know how their money was expended. 
It was due to the stockholders to know where 
their money was gone. 

Mr. Valentine, an attorney who was present, 
was then invited to make a statement. He ap- 
peared at the uest of Mr. Goodwin and sev- 
eral other stockholders, who had engaged his 
services. He did not come to make any charges 
against Mr. Payson. He then gave a review of 
his labors in looking over the books of the Com- 
pany, as Mr. Payson kept them. 

ALL THE MISTAKES MADE 
had been invariably in Mr. Payson's favor. 
There were ninety-five differences between Mr. 
Payson’s books and the stockholders’ payments, 
and wixty-six statements which agreed. The 
discrepancies found amounted to $19,200, and in- 
cluding Dubuque and Laporte branches would 
amount to $25,000. If the discrepancies kept up 
as they had started they would amount to over 
$500,000. Other charges nst Mr. Payson were 
that agents bought claims at nominal sums, 
which were presented by the Assignee as paid at 
par. The first charge aileges that where drafts 
or money had been paid some stockholders were 
subjected to expense by suit ge brought 
aguinst them. The second ch alleges that 
the Assignee or his agents have in a number of 
cases compromised or failed to collect the full 
70 per cent assessment trom stockholders who 
were perfectly good. Several other charges are 
made, of which the above are the chief. In the 
fifth charge it is alleged that the 5 per cent pre- 
mium charged stockholders who purchased 
stock was a swindle. Charge seventh alleges 
that J. R. Payson, Assignee, took deed to land in 
his own name in full payment of liability of 
stockholders, and did not account for the full 
amount of liability to the Company; that in a 
certain case more money was sent to Payson, 
Assignee, than he receipted for. Then there are 
charges of unjust discrimination inst the 
bolders of small claims, such as fefusmg pay- 
ment unless they came to Chicago; that after 
the last call of 10 per cent on the stockholders 
Payson offered to indemnify for a considera- 
tion against further call. Then there is a charge 
that he lost money by 1 in the Cook 
County National Rank. so that he did not 
make true reports. Further, that Payson in his 
report of Feb. 28. 187%, failed to ac- 
count for certain money received,
